Philadelphia, June 18, 1855. 

Messrs. Editors : Since I wrote you last, two weeks 
ago, the only stirring event which has broken in upon the 
monotony of city life with us, when June is present, is the 
meeting of the National Convention of the Native or Ame¬ 
rican, alias Know-Nothing, party, for the purpose of erecting 
their political ■' platform.” This, you are aware, has been 
an annual task with each and every party calling itself 
National for some years past, and, as tbe timbers are very 
perishable, or so badly adjusted as to tumble to pieces 
within a year, it becomes necessary to incur all tbe ex¬ 
pense and trouble of erecting a new platform for each 
successive election, or several new ones adapted to various 
degrees of latitude, since Northern-grown timber has of 
late been less flexible, and there is fear that, in attempting 
to bend it to the desired shape and form which the sinu¬ 
osities of most of the platforms present, it might, by possi¬ 
bility, break. In the present instance, it was found that 
the various and incongruous materials of the platform 
refused to unite. They could not be bent into form nor 
made to cohere by any lever power which hope of office 
and prospective patronage and emolument could apply; 
nor could they be softened by steaming with the vapours 
of “ devotion to the Union ”—love of our country—sub¬ 
mission to our “ glorious Constitution,” and similar in¬ 
gredients heated by sham patriotism to the boiling point. 
All would not do—it was toiling in vain; and after the 
mountain had been in labour for many days, it brought 
forth, not two mice, but two “ platforms ”—one for the 
North and another for the South—one for freedom, the 
other for slavery; the majority, as usual, sustaining the 
latter. The North American, in a lengthy leader of the 
true “ Union Saving ” stamp, recommended “ concession 
and compromise ” on the part of delegates from both 
North and South, when the editors ought to have known 
that the Slave Power never makes any concession except 
with the purpose of resuming what it has conceded at the 
earliest moment practicable. They effectually nullified, 
by such a recommendation, all tbeir professed opposition 
to the Nebraska fraud and Kansas outrages for the pur¬ 
pose of extending slavery. It would have been strange 
indeed if, with such men as Henry "Wilson, and others of 
the same stamp, in their Council or Convention, they could 
have smothered the slavery question — the only issue 
before tbe country which possesses a single dime’s worth 
of importance, either present or prospective, to the people 
in their collective or national character. Whilst we have 
the image of Baal set up in the whole South, as well as in 
numberless chapels and high places at the North, there is 
but Httle cause for fearing the influence of any foreign 
Hierarch or the introduction of other images or symbols 
for our idolaters to bow down to. The one great abomi¬ 
nation is sufficient to exclude all lesser competitors for 
place or favour where it has established itself and reigns 
triumphant. Meeting with a citizen of Tennessee, a few 
days ago, he opened the subject of the pending consul¬ 
tation in the American Council by expressing the hope that 
they would agree upon a “platform ” so as to consolidate 
the party and give it a National character. I could not 
avoid an expression of doubt as to its practicability, since 
the Northern and Eastern delegates dare not fate their 
constituents with any further compromises upon the 
subject of slavery. His reply was as cool and decided as 
any autocrat could have given ; “ that iB a question with 
which they have nothing to do, and in which they have no 
right to interfere, further than to comply with the requi¬ 
sitions of the Constitution in restoring the property of 
persons living in the Southern States.” I gave him to 
understand that the feeling was becoming very general 
in our region that, although possessed of a dark skin, “ a 
man’s a man for a’ that,” and, by consequence, not 
“ property,” but possessed of certain “ inalienable rights,” 
unless our great “ national platform,” the Declaration of 
Independence, was next to be declared a great lie. This 
issue he evaded, but branched forth on the blessings which 
slavery had conferred upon the African, by translating 
him from the savage condition and cannibalism of his 
native heathen state into the light of civilization and 
Christianity!! Was not this enough to silence oppo¬ 
sition to the beneficent institution ? Nevertheless, I had 
the perversity to doubt his conclusions and to state that, 
according to Lander and other travellers in Africa, the 
worst part of its population were those who had associated 
most with white people who were citizens of professedly 
Christian countries. He tacked again, and argued that the 
condition of the slave was but little removed from that of 
the labouring population of all countries, and that, even 
in our own State of Pennsylvania, I must be sensible that 
the working portion of the community were owned in a 
manner by the capitalist and subject to his will. Here, 
again, I had to demur, by stating that I was too closely 
allied to the labouring qlass to permit any such aspersions 
to be cast upon them without contradiction, and evidenced 
the free and independent character of our whole working 
population as proof of the falsity of his position. There 
we parted—I to my daily avocation—he, probably, to 
address our native citizens upon the “ danger to the 
Union” in breathing a single aspiration in behalf of 
freedom, for you will observe that the speakers at the 
mass meeting of the party in Independence Square, on 
Saturday evening, were mostly from the slave States. 
Ex-Governor Brown, of Tennessee, had the hardihood to 
call upon the audience for a perfect immunity for slavery 
for aU offences, past, present and prospective, but his 
sentiments appeared to cool their political ardour nearly 
as effectually as the drenching rain which had commenced 
falling did their persons. Had any man gone into 
Tennessee and expressed himself with half the virulence 
against the slaveholders as Governor Brown gave vent to 
against the Abolitionists, his life would most probably 
have paid tee forfeit of bis temerity, yet, here, in Inde¬ 
pendence Square!! he has the unblushing impudence to 
tell our citizens “ that all who recklessly agitate the 
country by renewing the slavery question deserve to be 
baptized in the lake of fire,” and to hurl his anathemas 
against the Abolitionists in the bitterest terms, without 
one word of denunciation of the Missouri ruffians who are 
engaged in forcing slavery into Kansas. Why sucli foul- 
mouthed demagogues as Brown are permitted to appear 
before a Philadelphia audience must be iu part owing to 
the fact of there being so great a number of slaveholders 
resident among us. Inquire who lives in that splendid 

mansion on Chesnut street; the reply is, Mr.-, a 

wealthy Louisiana proprietor. Whose splendid equipage 
is that ? It belongs to Mr. S., who has large possessions aud 
hundreds of slaves iu the Island of Cuba. What is tee 
name of the lady you spoke to at church ? She is Mrs. B., 
whose estate and negroes in South Carolina support her 
in a princely style here. And so it goes through the 
whole chapter. Slavery is ever present with us, in the 
persons of tee slave-owners, as well as in the desire of our 
merchants, tradesmen and others to secure Southern trade 
and custom. 

For items of local news, I have mostly preferred to 
leave you to gather them from teat store-house of varie¬ 
ties, the daily press, but may remark, en passant, that we 
have been favoured, within tbe past ten days, with such 
frequent and copious showers of rain that the heretofore 
thirsty earth is completely saturated, and the husband¬ 
man is ready to cry out “ hold; enough.” The next 
complaints that we may prepare to hear will probably be 
apprehensions of danger to the growing or ripening crops 
from excess of rain. We are as ill to suit with weather as 
Baily Jarvie declared Highlanders to be with the weaving 
of their trews.

The health of our city is good, and all, excepting the 
“ Second Adventists,” are looking hopefully for “ belter 
times,” without having to leave this earth and ascend to 
some other sphere to secure the boon. These followers of 
Father Miller continue to fix a day for their ascension 
and to startle the unbelieving multitude with notices, 
painted on board fences and other conspicuous places, 
where “ he who runs may read ” the solemn charge, “ Pre¬ 
pare to meet thy God.” Well, it is very proper that all 
should prepare for an event which all profess to believe 
will occur some time, though they may differ widely aa to 
the period, as, from the conduct of some professing Chris¬ 
tians, both clergy and laymen, to say nothing of politi¬ 
cians and outsiders in general, we might be led to infer 
that such an event was not expected to occur for several 
millions of years to come, during which time the record 
of their hypocrisy and their crimes would be obliterated 
or consumed, and they be permitted to enter Paradise by 
endorsing each other’s piety and orthodoxy.

An Old Slave in Distress.— An old coloured man, 
named Johnson, has been accommodated with lodgings, the two 
past nights, at tee Second District Station House. He stated 
that he is 74 years of age, and was born a slave in Montgomery 
county, Maryland; that bin first master ’3 name was Barnes; 
that he lived with him until be was 14 years of age, when he 
was given to Bams’s son-in-law,whose name was Johnson, and 
lived with him for upwards of 36 years. He was then sold to 
a person named Samuel Fee, in Wilcox county, Georgia, whom 
he represents as extremely cruel and vindictive. He was fre¬ 
quently whipped for the most frivolous offence. He lived for 
upwards of 20 years with Fee, when he made his escape and 
fled to Jackson county in the State of Ohio. There he re¬ 
mained with a coloured man for about a year. He subsequently 
went to Canada, and finally returned to this State, in Niagara 
county, where he, with much difficulty, procured a living, and 
finally betook himself to the Almshouse. He was not suffered 
to remain there long, however, and has since been passed from 
one almshouse to another, until he reached this city. The poor 
.old fellow’s mind is somewhat affected by his misfortunes, and 
this morning he said he had been looking for the Governor to 
see if he could not order him hanged, and thus pnt an end to 
his troubles.— Albany Atlas, May 31.
